4. Primordial germ cells (PGCs) were transfected with a transgene encoding 
a single chain insulin under the control of the ovalbumin promoter. Transfected PGCs 
were transferred into a fertilized avian recipient egg using the methods described and 
claimed in the above-referenced patent application. Recipient chick embryos 



were 
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allowed to hatch, develop, and mature. Sperm was collected from roosters resulting from 
such hatching, and the insulin portion of the transgene was detected by Polymerase chain 
reaction (PCR) in the sperm collected from one rooster. These data indicate that the germ 
cells and sperm derived from these cells contained the transgene.
